Short On Petition 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OP—The Ohio 
CIO Council today was short a few 
hundred sig natures in its petitions 
put a jobless pay boost to a 
November vote. 
In an unofficial count, Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown said the 
union was short 94 names with 
only 509 sig natures on petitions re­ 
maining to be checked. The Coun­ 
cil needs 7 7 ,9 34 valid sig natures to 
place its proposal on the Nov. 8 
ballot. 
The Council proposes boosting 
jobless benefits to a maximum of 
550 a week for 39 weeks. Present 
maximum is $33 for 26 weeks, fol 
lowing a three-dollar-a-week in 
crease by the last Leg islature. 
Brown said the union will have 
10 day s from the date of official 
sig nature certification to obtain 
additional names. He said the offi­ 
cial check probably could not be 
completed before Tuesday . 
A union spokesman said he was 
confident of g e 11 i n g sufficient 
names.

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inflation I s Normal 
Tbe same people who wondered If we would 
hav e inflation while the purchasing power of 
dollars was being nibbled nearly in half after 
2940 now are wondering again. 
They point to many of the same signs they 
hav e seen before — a booming demand for ail 
k inds of goods, putting unusual pressure on the 
p rice structure, and an ev er-rising trend in 
w&ge rates that is k eeping consumers of goods 
abreast of the ask ing prices. 
Once more there is talk of “crucial week s 
ahead,** of plans afoot in Washington to do 
this or that about inflation, of ov er-confidence 
and inv entory stock piling to beat forthcoming 
price rises. And once more there is an unans­ 
wered question about the problem of inflation. 
Why is inflation regarded as an economic 
emergency when inflation is the only condition 
that can be called “normal**? 
Certainly the United States is going to hav e 
inflation. The alternativ e would be deflation— 
and no one wants that. 
The only question of importance is whether 
or not inflation 2s going to hav e the wild ups 
and downs that used to be called the “boom- 
and-bust’* cycle. 
The purchasing power of dollars dropped 
from an index point of 236 before World War 
I to 116 in 1920. It then climbed back to 180 in 
1933, when dollars were scarce and the de­ 
pression was at its worst. By the end of World 
War II when ev erything was booming, the 
purchasing power of dollars had settled back 
to 130 and now has been rtabitized since 1961 
at a point just under 90. / 
This is a sign of inflation. Bui R is not a sign 
of fluctuating prices, the thing that used to 
snak e inflation dreaded. 


A definite relation exists between 
the caliber of work a man per­ 
forms and the degree to which he 
has tied his life to a set of re­ 
ligious principles. 
This is not to say that sk ill and 
ability do not count on a job. Most 
certainly, they do. 
But the sk illed work er w ho s e 
purposes are anchored to the basic 
tenets of a firm religious faith will 
be all the more sk illful. But if his 
heart isn’t right and his con­ 
science isn’t at peace with God a 
highly dev eloped talent or excep­ 
tional ability av ail a man nothing. 
There is no such thing as a 
man’s priv ate life not affecting his 
work . Ev en though the boss may 
not hav e the slightest interest in 
what his employes do off the job, 
he k nows their personal habits and 
charactersitics are sure to creep 
into their work performance. In 
the long run, the priv ate life and 
occupational life of a work er are 
inseparable in the ov er-all scheme 
of liv ing. 
The important thing is to apply 
the strength and courage and con­ 
fidence and wisdom that come 
from a daily companionship with 
the source of all good and gra­ 
cious gifts to the activ ities and 
duties of the work day. Then, with 
reasonable sk ill, a man cannot fail. 
Mank ind has been work ing since 
the earliest days of recorded his­ 
tory* Each generation comes to the 
ev entual realization that work is 
one of the glorious experiences of 
life. * * 
We may think , for a time, we 
want nothing more than to be in­ 
dependent of a job, hav e a com­ 
fortable income, and do as we 
please from day to day. But, in­ 


terestingly enough, a man no soon­ 
er finds himself in such a situa­ 
tion than he starts look ing around 
for something to do. He wants to 
be busy, but being busy alone does 
not satisfy him. He wants to be 
productiv e, mak e a worthwhile 
contribution to society, be a useful 
citizen. 
Truly, there is no substitute for 
work ing, either in the process of 
earning a liv ing or in the ov erall 
experience of liv ing. Work is meant 
to be a part of us. 
The Bible is full of references to 
man’s work and the v ocations of 
the common life. There are nu­ 
merous exhortations to go about 
our business, labor diligently, ap­ 
ply our hearts and hands and 
minds to the daily job. The Psal­ 
mist said, “Establish Thou the 
work of our hands upon us.” 
The early religious leaders work ­ 
ed at the occupations of their day. 
They prov ided their own food, 
clothing and shelter. They were 
farmers, fishermen, tentmak eri. 
They considered their jobs to be 
a part of tbeir responsibility to 
God. 
The occupations and places of 
employment today are also meant 
to be outlets for the expression of 
religious beliefs and practices. 
Honestly in effort, honor in ac­ 
complishment, loyalty in associa­ 
tion, humility in selflessness — 
these are primary qualifications, 
no matter where applied to life. 
The work er who injects these 
principles into his job finds his la­ 
bor, any labor worthy of the name, 
more satisfying, as it also con­ 
tributes to the growth and dev elop­ 
ment of his inner sense of wefl- 
being.

Settling Down On Wheels 
It doesn’t tak e an economist to deduce that 
this is a record year in American business. 
Millions of v acationers on the “not so open 
road” can’t escape ev idence of economic boom.

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COLORADO SPRINGS 
Four years ago something nov el 
in American military forces was 
launched: A serv ice dev oted solely 
to defense. 
Today, that defense is in the 
hands of the Continental Air De­ 
fense Command, a joint enterprise 
of the Air Force, Nav y, Army and 
Marine Corps* Compared with the 
nothing’’ defense of 1951, today’s 
CONAD is truly a marv el. 
But in those four years, Russia 
also has come a long way. The 
Recfe probably hav e 
stock piled 
enough atomic bombs to hit ev ery 
major target in the United States; 
they hav e dev eloped the' ev en dead­ 
lier hydrogen bomb and they hav e 
put intooperation 
long - range 
bombers better than ours. 
That’s not the end of it. The Rus­ 
sians are dev eloping “intercontin­ 
ental ballistic missiles” w hi c h 
will 
carry 
hydrogen 
warheads 
through outer space at sev eral 
thousand miles an hour directly 
from Russia to targets in t hi s 
country. No airplane could hope 
to intercept and destroy one. 
Can the Continental Air Defense 
Command cope with today’s poten­ 
tial jef-hydrogen air attack ? 
Will it be able to defend this 
country when the ICBM is ready?

AN EXAMINATION of our de­ 
fense and Russia’s offense can pro­ 
duce at least some tentativ e con­ 
clusions. 
Perhaps the best way to describe 
tbe state of our defenses is to 
enumerate the steps that woulc 
hav e been tak en if Russia h ex 
launched an attack last night 
Here is a fictionalized v ersion of 
what might hav e happened. 
American Intelligence 
w ou l d 
probably hav e noticed an unusual 
amount of activ ity in Russia, so, 
to be on the safe side, CONAD al­ 
ready would hav e ordered a “co% 
dition of readiness.” 
The command thus was at top 
strength when a Nav y “pick et” 
ship off the California coast pick ed 
up some strange blips on its radar- 
scopes. Sev eral planes were flying 
high and fast, headed for the main­ 
land* 
In seconds it was established 
that no friendly planes should be 
in that area. In two minuutes jet 
interceptors were off the runways 
and heading out to sea. 
Word of the unidentified aircraft 
was flashed to the regional de­ 
fense command post and to the 
continental headquarters at Colo­ 
rado Springs. 
Officers at these post« had be­ 
fore them huge maps upon which 
the location and course of the 
strange planes were plotted; a 
“tote” board which gav e in a nut­ 
shell the information k nown about 
the unidentified planea and the ac­ 
tion tak en to intercept them, and 
another board showing all the 
planes av ailable to that command 
and the degree of readiness of 
each. 


AS THE APPROACH of the un­ 
k nown planes was {dotted, a trader 
at a remote Alask an v illage phon­ 
ed a Ground Observ er Corps fil­ 
ter station that a flight of large 
jets had just passed ov erhead. And 
a Canadian soldier hunched ov er a 
mountain-top radarscope in On­ 
tario spotted more “bogeys.” 
Here were quite a few unidenti­ 
fied planes approaching the Unit­ 
ed States. CONAD assumed that 
if It was an enemy attack , there 
were ev en more, flying in unde­ 
tected. 
Time was short. The continental 
radar fence was not deep and the 
planet were as little as an hour 
from possible targets. Were thg 
) planet friendly or hostile? 


There was only one way to mak e 1 
sure. Look at them. 
Hit some tilings could be de­ 
duced. There were too many planes 
: tor it to be lik ely they were friend- 
y craft off course. And the planes 
ov er the Pacific were riding a Jet 
stream (the high-altitude winds 
that trav el 100 miles an hour or 
more from west to east), a lik ely 
av enue of attack . 
A “yellow alert” was ordered 
;rar the possible target areas. That 
is a signal to military and k ey 
civ il agencies that an attack is 
probable.

Thule, Greenland, had spotted a 
jet bomber winging 600 miles an 
hour across the Arctic wastesr—■a 
Russian bomber. The word was 
flashed to Colorado Springs. 
Red alert” was ordered: EN 
EMY ATTACK IS IMMINENT. Air 
sirens soon wen/t off in possible 
target cities. 
From the command post and the 
regional centers interceptors were 
directed toward the hostile planes. 
The pattern o f the attack and de­ 
fense could be seen at a glance on 
the big boards. The planes ap­ 
proaching from 
the west were fan- 
ning out, perhaps headed 
fo r the 
Strategic Ar Command fields in 
western 
and 
so uthern United 
States. The attack ers in the north 
seemed to be headed for the north­ 
eastern industrial centers. 
CONAD fighter squadrons were 
located so they could defend these 
targets, but they were spread thin­ 
ly, and there were some impor­ 
tant areas still unprotected* The 
interceptors could match the new 
Russian bombers in speed, but 
they could not gain a decisiv e ad­ 
v antage. (That won’t be possible 
until the new supersonic intercep­ 
tors av ailable.) , 
Still, the teams of ground radar 
man, airborne radar observ er and 
pilot did a good job of intercepting 
'he - high-flying planes. Attack ers 
who hugged the ground could ev ade 
the radar, howev er, and they made 
night interception exceedingly dif­ 
ficult.

Certainly some of the enemy

BUT WHATEVER the percent­ 
age getting through, it would be 
far smaller if CONAD were equip­

COLUMBUS, Ohio UB-'ITie Ohio 
State Fair’s y ear of decision—cap* 
suled into the past eight day s—is 
over. But fair officials say it will 
be weeks before a complete break­ 
down on fair receipts and expendi­ 
tures will be available. 
The breakdown is expected to 
g o a long way towards influencing 
future legislative appropriations to 
the fair. Attendance, and conse­ 
quently receipts, declined the past 
few y ears, and the exposition 
which ended y esterday was looked 
upon by fair officials as a “ must** 
affair. 
Available figures on 1965 attend­ 
ance seem to indicate this y ear’s 
fair has come through with fly ing 
colors. At least, it has done better 
than the 1954 show. 
Fair attendance as oi Thursday 
midnight was 473,275, an increase 
of 75,930 over last y ear’s figures 
for the seven-day period. Paid ad- 


missions were 351,275, an increase 
of 18,99# over the 1964 fair. 
As of Wednesday midnight, gross 
receipts on admissions, parking 
and entertainment totaled 1260,435, 
an increase of 837,966 over a simi­ 
lar period last y ear. 
Red Poll judging highlighted the 
final (jay y esterday , and James 
end John McKee, 31-y ear-old twin 
owners of McMarshall Farms of 
Washburn, ID., captured the show’s 
premier exhibitor and premier 
breeder awards along with the Red 
Poll, four-animal get-of-sire class.

after 
discharg e or within 120 day s after 
July 29, 1955, whichever is later. 
Veterans must 
also meet g ood 
health requirements and pay the 
premium at their attained ag e in 
order to qualify , the law states. 
In addition, the new law g rants 
another opportunity for replace­ 
ment to those persons whose term 
policy ex pired while they were 
active service after April 25, 
1951, but who failed to apply for 
replacement within 120 day s after 
discharg e. These persons have 120 
day s after July 29, 1955, in which 
to apply .
